REPORT FOR YEAR 1970 


To the citizens of Strafford County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Board of Strafford County Commissioners here- 
with submit the annual report of the Commissioners along with 
the Treasurer, Superintendent of the County Home, House of 
Correction, Farm Physician, Clerk of Superior Court, County 
Attorney, Chaplains, Sheriff, Auditors and County Extension 
Service for the year ending December 31, 1970. 


The new infirmary at the Riverside Rest Home will be 
completed about April 1971 and the public is cordially invited to 
tour this new building, which we feel is a great improvement to 
take care of the elderly. We also realize that the old building 
will have to be remodeled in the future. 


We greatly appreciate the Ten Thousand Dollars received 
from S. Judson Cunaway Foundation for the new kitchen, which 
will be an added improvement for the Home of the Aged. 


The Delegation Committee has been investigating the future 
plans for a new court house. The present court house is not only 
outdated, but more rooms are needed for different departments. 
At present the County Solicitor does not have an office or a 
place for his files. 


The Register of Deeds and Register of Probate are interested 
in installing a microfilm system in their offices. The reason that 
they are requesting the system is to insure against fire, theft and 
vandalism. 


The Cooperative Area Man Power Planning System to be 
called C.A.M.P. has been set up in the Strafford, Rockingham 
(seacoast) area and the first meetiiig was held November 10, 
1970 at Rockingham Court House, Exeter. The object is to 
link Federal man power activities with resources at State and 
local levels so we will be able to deliver those services needed to 
equip the unemployed for today’s job. 
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There has been some changes in the surplus food program. 
New applications and eligibility schedule were revised by the 
Federal and N. H. Distributing Agencies, so that more persons 
are eligible for donated foods. This program has been greatly 
enlarged, so it was necessary to purchase a walk-in refrigerator, 
also an escalator to help load and unload the food. We feel 
that we have an efficient program. Effort has also been made to 
try to reach the elderly in homes and projects. 


We wish to thank the Community Aides, FISH of Durham 
and others who have’ been very cooperative in helping with 
transportation of donated foods to recipients. We also wish to 
express our deep appreciation to our staff of employees, County 
Delegation, State Welfare Department, Cities and officials for 
their continued cooperation.

Chairman Clement called the meeting to order and explained 
how the hearing would be conducted. The budget was read item 
by item and the following questions were asked and the following 
remarks made: 


Item #100. -- Administrative Expense. Mr. Canney asked 
why the expense had increased by $6,000. Mr. Courteau 
replied that the explanation was found on the breakdown 
sheet. 


Mr. Ineson of Rochester asked the meaning of ‘‘over’’ and 
“‘under’’ on budget items. Explained by Chairman Clement. 


Item #139 -- Photocopying Equipment. Mr. Canney asked 
if this were a more modern and less expensive way of 
making copies. Mrs. Holmes replied that it was cheaper to 
operate, required less space to store copies, and would copy 
where the photostat process would not. 


Mrs. Bowring, Durham, asked why the appropriations for the 
registry of deeds and probate were so different. Mr. Courteau 
replied that the duties of the two offices were different. 
Each office presented its budget request, the commissioners 
made their recommendations, then the county delegation 
made the final decision. 

Item #121 — Salary County Attorney. Mr. McManus of 
Dover stated that the salary for the county attorney was not 
enough for the work involved. He felt that it should be 
about $7,000 since Rockingham paid $9,000. 


Item #150 — Sheriff's Department. Mrs. Walter Cheney of 
Durham asked how many deputy sheriffs the county had. 
Sheriff Knight replied that there were four full-time deputies 
and several special deputies. 


Item #220 — Public Welfare. Mrs. Walter Cheney of Durham 
stated that the salary for the director of welfare was not 
enough — the registrar of deeds got much more, for example. 


Mrs. Hatch of Durham asked why ‘“‘board and care’’ for 
foster children had been cut. Mrs. Mary Cheney replied that 
the state was now paying for many of these children. 


Mrs. Bowring asked if the county assisted in cases where the 
wage earner had lost his job and was not eligible for un- 
employment compensation. Mr. Courteau stated that after 
an individual had been taken care of bya city or town for 
one year, the individual was then elegible for county aid. 


Miss Brackett of Durham asked why O.A.A. had been re- 
duced by the commissioners from what was requested. Mrs. 
Mary Cheney replied that when she had made her request all 
the state figures were not available. The commissioner’s 
request represented the revised amount. 


Item #247 — Strafford County Guidance Center. Dr. Smith 
of Rochester requested that the requested amount of $15,000 
be restored instead of the commissioner’s recommendation of 
$5,000. The Centre served about six hundred people a year 
and that a total budget of $90,000 was required. There was 
a waiting list at present of about forty and that at the start 
of a school year there was about a six week wait before 
everyone could be seen. Mrs. Walter Cheney, Mrs. Thomp- 
son, Mr. Beckett, Miss Brackett, Mrs. Shane, Mr. Cullamore, 
Mrs. Hazelrood, Mrs. Hatch, Mrs. Bowring spoke in favor 
of restoring the original amount. 


Mr. Courteau said that he had a request for an appropriation 
for an interstate fire training school. Chief Dawson of 
Durham explained that the nearest school was in Fitzwilliam. 
Rockingham and Strafford could set up one in the area if 
funds were raised. 


Item #240 — County Extension Service. Mrs. Walter Cheney 
of Durham asked what the extension service did. A rep- 
resentative from the service explained the various programs 
carried on by the service. 


Item #800 — Jail. Mr. McManus asked what had happened 
to the report of the committee set up last year to study the 
county jail situation. Mr. McManus said that the building 
was unsanitary and not fit for human beings; another year 
should not be permitted to go by without some change. The 
present building was too small for the need; the building was 
not worth spending any money on since it could never be 
fixed up to be adaquate; the building was substandard to 
any jail except the Charles Street jail in Boston. 


Chairman Clement asked if Mr. McManus would recommend 
using the unoccupied state facilities. Mr. McManus replied 
that he had not studied the matter, the committee was 
supposed to do this and report. But perhaps some arrange- 
ments could be made with other counties. 


Mr. Courteau said that the building was not unsanitary at 
all. It was painted every year and several new toilets had 
just been installed. Sheriff Knight reported that his depart- 
ment had transported 388 to the county jail last year. A 
jail more distant would create a more costly transportation 
problem. Deputy Sheriff Keniston said that it seemed to be 
the opinion of those who transported prisioners to various 
jails that the prisioners in the Strafford jail ate better and 
had better clothes and that the jail was cleaner than any 
other county jail. 


Mrs. Thompson asked how many prisioners and how many 
guards there were. Mr. Courteau said at present there were 
35 prisioners and nine guards. 


Miss Brackett asked if it would be possible to have more 
notice in advance of the county budget hearing. Mr. Courteau 
said that it seemed difficult because deadlines had to be met 
and that the budget was not ready that far in advance. 
There had been three days notice in the paper and notice 
had been given daily on the radio. The budget summary had 
also been published at the end of January. 


Meeting was adjourned at 9:15 p.m.

Sheriff — Item #139 — Sheriff explained that $2250 was 
required for a new car — old one to be sold at auction — prob- 
ably a minimum of $800 would be realized. $3000 was for new 
radio equipment contingent upon Federal Funds being available 
through the Crime Commission of approximately $6000. Motion 
by Mr. Smith, seconded by Mrs. Richardson. So voted.

Meeting called to order at 7:15 p.m. by Chairman Clement. 
Present were: Bernard, Clark, Clement, Dawson, Habel, Leighton, 
Maglaras, Maloomian, Richardson, Rolfe and Smith. 


The Registrars of Probate and Deeds were present to present 
alternate budgets, i.e., a budget based on the use of the present 
photostatic process, one on the use of zerox, microfilm, and data 
processing, or one using the present process plus microfilm. 


Mrs. Holmes was asked by Chairman Clement if the sug- 
gested data processing would make it possible to consolidate the 
grantee indices for the years 1941 - 1948 which have never been 
consolidated. Mrs. Holmes replied that the figure using data 
processing for this would be $7500. She further pointed out that 
a strong case could be made for changing over to data processing 
now because the five year consolidated index has to be compiled 
this year. Data processing would speed this and have more time 
for consolidation of back indices. It was also pointed out that 
from 1949 - 1959 there is no consolidation for either grantee or 
grantors. Based on the figure for grantees alone it was estimated 
that this would be around $20,000. Since it would cost around 
$80,000 (which would be spent over a two year period) to cover 
the back compilations and a budget including the new equipment 
it was decided that the executive committee would visit Rocking- 
ham County’s Building and see just how this equipment worked. 
Budget items #140 and #130 were set aside temporarily until 
some more informed decision could be made. 


It was moved by Mr. Smith and seconded by Mr. Maloomian 
that $18,199.30 be raised for the salaries of those working in the 
registry of deeds — budget item #131. So voted. 


County Attorney — Item #120 — It was moved by Mrs. 
Clark and seconded by Mr. Maglaras that, subject to legislative 
action in the special session of the legislature, the county at- 
torney’s salary be raised to $8500 effective July 1, 1970. Motion 
amended by Mr. Maglaras and Mr. Leighton to make salary 
$6500. So voted. 
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Public Welfare — Item #220. It was moved by Mr. Leighton 
and seconded by Mr. Smith that the sum of $184,842.50 be 
tentatively approved for the total welfare budget. So voted. 


Interest — Tax Anticipation Notes — Item #245 — Mr. 
Courteau stated that the sum of $22,898.00 would be what was 
required rather than the estimated $30,000 as the interest rate had 
decreased. It was moved by Mr. Maloomian and seconded by 
Mr. Maglaras that the sum of $22,898.00 be approved for item 
#245. So voted. 


Strafford County Guidance Center — Item #247 — It was moved 
by Mrs. Clark and seconded by Mrs. Richardson that the original 
request of $15,000 be restored. Defeated 6-4. 


It was moved by Mr. Maloomian and seconded by Mr. 
Maglaras that items 246, 247, and 250 be accepted as presented 
by the commissioners. So voted. 


It was moved by Mrs. Bernard and seconded by Mrs. Rich- 
ardson that the vote on item #109 be recinded and the amount 
changed from $547 to $610 reflecting actual cost of new type- 
writer. So voted. 


Mr. Courteau brought up the request for $1500 for Strafford 
County’s share in a fire-fighters training center. It was moved by 
Mrs. Clark and seconded by Mr. Maglaras that $1500 be included 
inthe budget for this purpose. Defeated.

Old Age Assistance — Item #235.1 — was raised from 
$54,400 to $57,000 on a motion by Mr. Maloomian, seconded by 
Mr. Rolfe. So voted. 


Aid to Disabled (permanently and totally) — Item #235.3 — 
was raised from $12,500 to $13,500 on a motion by Mr. Leighton, 
seconded by Mr. Rolfe. So voted. 


Salary — Item #221 — It was moved by Mr. Rolfe and 
seconded by Mr. Habel that the salary of Mrs. Cheney be in- 
creased to $10,000. So voted. 


Changing of the equipment requested by the Registrar of 
Deeds was discussed as was the unconsolidated grantor-grantee 
indexes. It was decided that since some $80,000 would be in- 
volved, the executive committee would recommend the delegation 
using the old equipment and setting a budget for this purpose at 
this time. If the full delegation so wished, a public hearing would 
be called to propose bonding to raise the money for the new 
equipment and consolidation of the indexes. Motion by Mrs. 
Bernard, seconded by Mr. Leighton, to the effect that this be 
done and $25,369.29 be appropriated for the Registrar of Deeds. 
So voted. 


It was moved by Mrs. Bernard, seconded by Mr. Maloomian, 
that $3,678 be appropriated for the Registrar of Probate. So voted. 


It was moved by Mr. Maloomian, seconded by Mr. Habel, 
that a new item be added to the budget (#251) and that $5,000 
be appropriated under this item for anticipated expenses for the 
preliminary planning for a new county building. So voted. 


It was reported by Mr. Maglaras that Senator Koromilas had 
introduced a bill in the Senate to raise the county attorney’s 
salary to $7500. It was decided that this bill could be amended 
in the House to $6500 and further amendments added which 
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would allow the delegation to set salaries for county officials 
without having to go to the legislature to do so as nearly all 
other counties do. On a motion by Mr. Maglaras, seconded by 
Mr. Leighton, this was to be recommended to the delegation. 
Mrs. Clark was instructed to have the proper amendments drawn 
up. So voted. 


On a motion by Mr. Habel, seconded by Mr. Maloomian, 
the meeting was adjourned at 9:45 p.m. to meet Monday, March 
23, 1970 at 7:00 p.m.

This 
meant that responsibility or blame could be placed where it 
belonged. Under the present circumstances, bills of the nature 
could be played with for political purposes. There was no point 
in having upper limits on salaries—salaries might just as well be 
set as they now are. 

Mr. Shirley moved that the bill ought to pass with the re- 


commended amendments of the executive committee—$6500 salary, 
all salaries set by the delegation, no maximum limits on salaries. 


Mr. Leighton moved to amend the motion to read that the 
salary be $5000 and the effective date January 1, 1970. Seconded 
by Mr. Rolfe. Motion defeated. 


No further amendments were offered. Original motion passed 
unamiously.

Meeting called to order by Vice-Chairman Maglaras at 
10:30 a.m. Senator Koromilas appeared in favor of the bill as 
written. 


Rep. Clark offered amendments which the executive com- 
mittee wished added to the bill. (See minutes of meetings March 
9 and March 16, 1970.) The executive committee had voted to 
recommend a salary of $6500 and all salaries henceforth to be 
set by the delegation. 


Mr. Casey Moher (county attorney) appeared in favor of 
SB8. He felt that $6500 was not enough to attract a competent 
person which is needed due to the increase and seriousness of 
drug and liquor offenses. He further stated that his only interest 
in the salary increase was so that a competent person could be 
attracted since he had no intention of running for the office 
again. 


Rep. Ralph Maynard appeared in favor of a higher salary 
for the Strafford County Attorney as he was familiar with the 
problem in Rockingham County. He also recommended that 
salaries be set by the delegation to keep strictly local matters 
out of the legislature where the workload was already heavy. 


Commissioner Neil Robinson appeared in favor of SB8 and 
the ammendments as offered by Rep. Clark except that he felt 
the salary should be $7500. 


Commissioner Andrew Courteau appeared in favor of the 
bill with the $7500 salary and the amendments, other than the 
salary amount, as presented.

Review of the first quarter of the County Budget by the 
executive committee of the Strafford County Delegation. Meeting 
called to order by the Chairman, Arnold Clement at 7:30 p.m.

The budget was discussed at length. There being an over- 
estimate of $4,376.79, Commissioner Courteau explained, more 
children were picked up by Welfare, thus an increase in clothing 
etc. is needed. State will pay later, about $20,000. Motion by 
John Maglaras, seconded by Ernest Rolfe, the first quarter of the 
County Budget be accepted. Vote, unanimous. 


Commissioner Courteau mentioned the ‘‘Dunaway”’ do- 
nation of $10,000 to furnish the kitchen. Bids are out for meat 
slicers and other necessary equipment. He also said the kitchen 
needs a new floor, cost to be $1500.00. A motion was made by 
John Maglaras and seconded by Jack Maloomian, to allow 
approximately $1500 for the floor. Vote, unanimous. 


Commissioner Courteau said the first well goes dry at times, 
and it would cost approximately $1700 for a new well. He also 
said the pump system needs rebuilding and if it was taken care of 
now, the new well could wait. 


A bid in April by W. Akerman to rebuild the pump system, 
pipe, labor, fittings, and misc. materials, cost $7,362.29 was 
discussed. 


A motion by Jack Maloomian, seconded by Max Leighton, 
to transfer not over $8,000.00 from the Contingency Fund, to 
replace and rebuild the pump system, was made. Vote, unanimous. 
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Commissioner Courteau mentioned the fact that, perhaps, 
interested citizens might like to donate money to furnish rooms at 
the new County Home. 


Chairman Clement appointed Ernest Rolfe a one man com- 
mittee to visit Riverside Rest Home on Tuesdays with the Com- 
missioners and report from time to time on the progress of the 
new Home to the Executive Committee. 


Chairman Clement also appointed a committee to visit the 
Registrar of Deeds office and report about expenditure to the 
Executive Commitee.

Executive Committee Meeting 
Six Months Budget Review 
August 10, 1970 


Meeting called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Chairman Clement. 
Present were: Bernard, Clark, Clement, Habel, Leighton, Mag- 
laras, Chasse, Richardson, Rolfe and Smith. 


The expenditures and revenues for the first six months were 
discussed. Revenue from the Registry of Deeds was under estimate 
due to the current slump in real estate transactions. Revenue 
from the farm was under the estimate but should pick up when 
the cattle being raised for beef are sold. Riverside Rest Home 
was running a little over the estimated revenue. No department 
was running seriously over in expenditures—most overage due to 
vacation payrolls. 


On a motion by Mr. Leighton, seconded by Mr. Smith, the 
committee voted to accept the six months statement of expendi- 
tures and revenues. 
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Chairman Clement named Mr. Drew, Mr. Vickery, and Mr. 
Dumais to the Farm Committee with the responsibility of taking 
inventory at the farm and making recommendation to the dele- 
gation as to the amount and condition of the equipment and 
stock. 


Commissioner Courteau brought up the fact that the City of 
Dover may tap the area known as the Hoppers for water. If so, 
the county could tap into this line as Dover would seek to 
cross county property. The details of such an arrangement would 
have to be worked out. In any event, Dover would not be 
prepared to take any action for about two years so a well 
(or wells) would have to be drilled anyway for an increased 
water supply at the farm due to the requirements of the new 
addition to the Riverside Rest Home. 


The problem of there being no candidate for the office of 
county attorney was discussed at length. The executive committee 
decided that the best answer to this was for individuals of the 
committee, acting in no official capacity—only as concerned 
individuals, to get in touch with experienced attorneys, including 
the present county attorney, to see if someone would allow his 
name to go on the ballot as a write-in candidate. On a motion 
by Mrs. Richardson, seconded by Mr. Maglaras, the committee 
voted to go on record as supporting legislation for a $7500 
salary for the county attorney to be introduced in the next 
session of the legislature in addition to the $1500 allowed for 
secretarial expenses in the budget. But if no agreement could be 
reached with the Senate, again then the 1971 county budget 
would contain an item of $4000 for expenses for the county 
attorney besides the $1500 secretarial allowance. With the pres- 
ent statuatory salary of $3500 a total of $9000 would be available 
for this office. 


Meeting adjourned at 10:00 p.m. on a motion by Mr. 
Leighton, seconded by Mr. Habel.

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Executive Committee Meeting 
Nine Months Budget Review 
November 9, 1970 


Meeting called to order at 7:30 p.m. Present were: Bernard, 
Chasse, Clark, Clement, Habel, Leighton, Maglaras, Richardson, 
and Smith. 


After discussion it was moved by Mr. Leighton and seconded 
by Mr. Maglaras that the nine months statement of expenditures 
and revenues be accepted. So voted. 


Mr. Pray presented an oral report for the Court House Study 
Committee. Mr. Pray said he would prepare a written report so 
as to have a permanent record for the committee. 


Mr. Leighton presented a report for the Equipment Study 
Committee. The committee reported that the county should re- 
place the equipment in the Deeds Registry and that the indices 
should be consolidated. Total cost for this would be around 
$100,000. The committee will investigate the relative advantages 
or disadvantages to leasing equipment rather than outright pur- 
chase and will make further study of other systems before final 
recommendations are made. 


Commissioner Courteau reported that the money alloted to 
the sheriff’s department for communications equipment would not 
be used as federal matching funds would not be available this 
year. However, there were federal funds available on a 60-40% 
matching basis for a juvenile officer and the sheriff would like to 
transfer the equipment funds for this purpose. This was discussed 
as there seemed to be many questions which were left unanswered 
such as: 


1. How would this person be selected since obvious- 
ly the effectiveness of such an officer would de- 
pend on the individual himself. 


2. Would this office have any tenure or would he 
be turned out, after money had been spent 
training him and he had built up confidence 
with youngsters, whenever a new sheriff was 
elected. 
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3. Where would he be located so that his services 
would be of benefit to all the county and so 
that he would be readily available to youngsters? 


Since there were no answers to these questions and since the 
committee had to make an immediate decision as the federal funds 
would be alloted on Thursday, November 12th, it was decided 
that the commissioners ought to use about $3000 from the 
sheriff’s budget for this purpose. The feeling of the committee was 
that this should be a permanent county job, free from election 
turnover, and that legislation to this effect should be introduced 
in the legislature if necessary to ensure this. It was moved by Mr. 
Maglaras and seconded by Mr. Leighton that the committee 
authorize the sum of about $3000 from the sheriff’s budget be ex- 
pended as the county’s share of the cost in hiring a juvenile 
officer. So voted. 


Commisioner Courteau reported that there are over 2,000 
people now receiving surplus food and that instead of the original 
two men hired to give food out there were now five. The Com- 
missioners were therefore recommending that a storehouse with a 
director and secretary be considered for next year as the program 
was too big for the available space in the Court House and took 
too much of the county welfare worker’s time to administer it. 


The water problem at the county farm was discussed. About 
$800 had been paid to the City of Dover for water hauled into 
the cisterns at the farm. It was discovered that the problem was 
not a shortage of water but that the springs had silted in and 
water had been bypassing the pumphouse and flowing into the 
river. The springs have been dug out, gravel placed in the beds, 
sheet plastic placed around the springs to hold back fine sand, 
more veins have been opened up and some new piping installed. 
The cost was about $2,000. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:15 on a motion by Mr. Leighton, 
seconded by Mrs. Richardson.

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Executive Committee Meeting 
County Court House 
December 8, 1970 at 7:00 p.m. 


Meeting was called to order at 7:15 by Chairman Clement. 
Members present were: Bernard, Clark, Clement, Habel, Leighton, 
Maglaras, Chasse, Richardson and Smith. Chairman explained 
that the meeting had been called at the request of the Sheriff so 
that he could present plans for a radio communication program 
to the Executive Committee, with the hope that the Committee 
would grant a transfer of funds so that the sheriff’s department 
could meet the 40% requirement of the 60-40% matching funds 
available from the Crime Commission. 


Lengthy discussion ensued. The general feeling of the com- 
mittee was that it had been reported to the committee just a 
month ago that communications funds would not be forthcoming 
this year and therefore a rather questionable transfer of itemized 
funds had been already made at that time. A transfer of an item- 
ized fund, approved by the delegation, had been made to a new 
purpose which had never been discussed by the delegation. (See 
minutes of meeting November 9, 1970.) It was pointed out that 
one of the biggest criticisms the committee had of the various 
departments was the habit of putting a certain item in the budget, 
having expenditure for this item approved, then not using the 
money for the approved item and asking for transfers of this 
money to another use. The following year the same item was then 
put in the budget again with the result that money was being 
appropriated for the same purpose, in many cases, several times. 


Chairman Clement asked the county commissioners if the re- 
quested amount could be found within the sheriff’s budget. 
Examination of the budget revealed that it could not—that any 
appropriation for this would have to be taken from some other 
budget item outside the sheriff’s department. The delegation felt 
that this should not be done. It was decided that the sheriff 
should be allowed the choice of expenditures—either for the 
juvenile office or for the communications equipment since he had 
requested the transfer in the first place. The sheriff was asked to 
explain the communications system and state a preference. 


A communications man from G-E explained how the system 
would operate. Basically, communications would be possible with 
the state police, local police, and sheriffs’ departments still opera- 
ting on the present band. This would allow total coverage of the 


27 


county by all law enforcement men. The center would be located 
at the Dover Police Station since they had men on 24 hour duty. 
Transmission would be from Garrison Hill. It was asked whether 
this was a permanent arrangement or would the county have to 
take over ’round-the-clock staffing if Dover decided to discontinue 
doing it. The answer was that there were no plans to do this. The 
service could be discontinued in this event if money were not 
appropriated. 


The sheriff was asked whether he preferred a juvenile officer 
to the communications equipment. He replied that he thought both 
were needed but his choice would be the equipment. 


The sheriff was then asked how the juvenile officer would 
reach the children who needed him; whether future federal funds 
would be available for this officer or whether the county would 
be assuming the full cost of this program soon; what tenure was 
an officer offered if he were just an appointed deputy sheriff. He 
replied that he did not have any details as to how a juvenile 
office would operate—nor did the Crime Commission; there were 
no guarantees as to how long federal funds would be allocated, 
there was no way to make a juvenile officer a permanent position 
unless there were legislation to this effect and that he would not 
be opposed to such legislation. Funds from the Crime Commission 
for communications equipment would not be available until after 
January of next year he further stated. 


Since there was no immediate need for transferral of funds if 
federal funds would not be available until after January the 
delegation decided that the funds transferred for a juvenile 
office would be left for this purpose. A recommendation to the 
1971 delegation from the present executive committee was made 
to the effect that this seemed a worthwhile idea but some concrete 
plans of operation should be obtained from the sheriff. A further 
recommendation was made to the 1971 delegation that approxi- 
mately $6,300 be included in the budget for the communications 
equipment (an increase of $3,300 over the 1970 budget estimate) 
contingent upon the crime commission’s matching on a 60-40% 
basis for a total of approximately $15,700. A motion to this 
effect was made by Mr. Maglaras and seconded by Mr. Smith. 
So voted. 

Meeting adjourned at 9:30 on a motion by Mr. Leighton, 
seconded by Mr. Habel.

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Report of Jail Sub-Committee

The Jail Sub-Committee met six times at the office of 
Commissioner Courteau. 


The basic cost at the present time is $3.27 based on an 
average number of 22 inmates. 


Rockingham County has submitted a price of $2.50 per day 
and clothing allowance of $10, plus medical and dental expenses. 


If the jail were closed, the farm and laundry would be short- 
handed. The sheriff’s budget would be larger due to longer 
mileage. 


There was a lot of discussion about unrealistic sentencing. It 
was felt that a meeting of the County Commissioners and Judges 
could look into this problem. 


At this time it is the unanimous opinion that the Strafford 
County Jail and House of Correction should be operated as at 
present.

Tripp, Mary Bernard was elected Clerk. 


Aram Parnagian asked what the future building could be 
used for besides the present use. After discussing this issue, 
members thought it would be wise to consult with some of the 
County Heads of Departments, Judge of Probate, Commissioners, 
Sheriff and others for their opinions. 


Andrew Courteau said his idea of a new Court House would 
be a plain building, no “‘frills,’’ with plenty of room for all their 
needs and an option of adding on should the need arise in the 
future. George Young and Neil Robinson agreed. 


Two building sites mentioned were the County Farm and 
Granite State Park. 


It was finally decided after much discussion, that the Com- 
mittee visit other Court Houses and then get preliminary sketches 
from an Architect, none being named at this time. 


The committee will visit the new Rockingham Court House 
on Wednesday, July 1, 1970, starting at 9:30 a.m. 


On invitation of the Commissioners, the committee toured 
the first floor of Strafford County Court House, which included 
the Welfare Department, Probate Vault and the old jail in the 
Boiler room. It was interesting to note a sign on one of the 
doors in the Boiler room which read: 


‘*This site is where stood Major Walderne’s Garrison, 1675-1689. 
It was burned by the Indians June 1689.”’ 


The meeting then adjourned at 8:45 p.m.

After discussing the acreage (14) used for the Rockingham 
Court House—it was decided that perhaps 20 acres would be 
better, allowing for more parking space.

September 23, 1970 


The Court House Building Committee met at the Strafford 
County Court House at 1:00 p.m. and proceeded to the Hills- 
borough County Court House in Manchester, Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 23rd. 
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Present:

We were accompanied by County Commissioner Neil Robinson 
and upon arrival were met by Sheriff Larry Shea, County Com- 
missioners John Walsh and Edward Lobacki. 


Once again the Commissioners complained of a lack of park- 
ing space. 


The Building is approximately 200 ft. long and 100 ft. wide. 
Cost was two million dollars, including furnishings. It is con- 
structed of cement blocks, homosote on the interior and an out- 
side facing of granite which is very attractive. 


The offices were spacious and wall to wall carpeting was 
noticeable throughout the building, with one exception, the 
hallways. 


The building is electrically heated and air-conditioned. There 
isa 6-8 ft. space from ceiling to roof. 


Commissioner Lobacki called our attention to the room 
dividers, allowing separation of the Welfare Dept. from the 
Sheriff’s office as well as others throughout the building. The 
Welfare Dept. is spacious and has a very large wall-in refrig- 
erator. 


Rest rooms are tiled and two are arranged for paraplegics. 


A side elevator is used to transfer prisioners to the Superior 
Court and two cells for waiting. 


There is 75,000 sq. ft. in the building. 25,000 on each floor, 
which allows for a large storage space for records. Also a kitchen 
to prepare coffee and luncheon. No cooking allowed in the 
offices. 


There are 4 Court rooms, 4 deliberation rooms, 4 Judge’s 
Chambers and on each end of the building a Jury Assembly 
room. 
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Several offices are being rented, bringing in $63,000 a year. 
Another rent is being considered by the Manchester Bank. 


The Supreme Court operates in three sessions and one Court 
Room is rounded on the end where the Judge and Jury sit, 
allowing them to see the witness at all times. 


Windows are on a center pivot to allow cleaning in and 
outside from the building. 


There are two full time janitors and several part time from 
5:00 p.m. on. 


After the tour our Committee discussed the building at great 
length with the Commissioners and decided there are many good 
features about both the Rockingham and Hillsborough Court 
Houses worth considering when Strafford County decides to 
build a new Court House. 


The round trip was 98 miles. Rep. Parnagian drove. 


The Committee recommends that the new County Court 
House be built on land owned by the City of Dover.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


The year 1970 has been a year filled with mixed emotions, 
emergency repairs, construction delays, etc. My report should 
start with ‘“‘Good News’’—that of aquiring a complete line of 
kitchen equipment of stainless steel, valued at $10,000.00 donated 
by the S. Judson Dunaway Foundation. We call it “‘The Heart 
of our Kitchen.’’ We are sincerely grateful. 


The problem of water shortage in our spring gave us several 
weeks of concern, when we had to call on the Dover Public 
Works to supply us with 10,000 gallons per day. Through the 
help of Mr. Fred Mudgett, the County Commissioners and other 
knowledgeable men we have the problem resolved at the same 
site, with all the water supply we can possibly use. 


The Laundry Department has had the addition of two women 
and one assistant. Result of this move is most gratifying; we are 
very proud of our linens. 


Our Jail status has an increase of drug problems and we 
have an average of 28 inmates; having an average of 20 awaiting 
trial and 6 or 8 in the House of Correction. 


There are plans to phase out the Farm in 1971. Hopefully we 
will occupy our new infirmary addition sometime in April. 


We are grateful to all the groups that have entertained our 
residents during the Holidays and especially to the Friendly 
Visitors, who come on a weekly basis. 


We appreciate the cooperation of our Commissioners, Ex- 
ecutive Board and the Delegation throughout the year.

The year, 1970, was an extremely busy period in the Straf- 
ford County Sheriff's Department. We were involved in a great 
many criminal investigations ordered by the County Attorney and 
it also seems that our juvenile problems showed a substantial 
increase over the previous year. In transportation alone, there 
was an increase in transporting boys and girls to the Man- 
chester Industrial School from 46 in 1969 to 71 in 1970, making 
a plus of 25. 


While on the subject of transportation, the overall picture 
showed a sizable gain, to—from 513 in 1969 to 708 in 1970, an 
increase of 195 subjects being handled to and from courts, jails 
and the New Hampshire State Hospital, making an approximate 
average of 2 transports a day for our department. 


It is interesting to note that September and October were 
the most active months for us; one reason being that the fall 
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term of court is then in session. Another factor to be considered 
is that over 30% of these cases were night time calls and week- 
end problems. 


The radio communications package will cost a total of 
$15,612.00 for the equipment to update our department. The 
Crime Commission will fund the project on a 60-40 basis. Federal 
money will amount to $9,367.20 and the county share will be 
$6,244.80. I have two bids for a heavy steel fence to protect this 
equipment on Garrison Hill and the lower bid was $417.00. I 
have located a good sturdy cement building with a heavy steel 
door to house the equipment. This building can be acquired at 
no cost to the county but we will have to make our own ar- 
rangements to move it from Exeter to Dover and I am currently 
trying to get figures on this. Because of the snow, we will 
naturally be unable to place it atop Garrison Hill until spring. 


Progress is being made on our much needed County Juvenile 
Officer. The county is presently in receipt of $4,350.00 from the 
Governor’s Commission and we have requested an additional 
$975.00 which will give us a total of $5,325.00 in federal funds. 
As in the communications set-up, the county’s share will be 
$4,175.00 on a 60-40 basis. This will enable us to pay the 
Juvenile Officer a salary of $7,500.00 with an additional $2,000.00 
for travel and subsistence. 


Other increases in the budget are in line with the amount of 
money spent by the department in routine business. 


I would like to thank the Commissioners for their cooperation 
this past year and the members of the delegation for their kind- 
ness. We have an excellent relationship with the various police 
departments within the county and I would also like to thank 
them for their cooperation.

The Cooperative Extension Service was set up as an informal 
educational system and today operates in every county and 
territory throughout the United States. It is commonly referred to 
as the ‘‘off-campus’’ educational arm of the land grant university; 
and, as the name implies, is a unique cooperative arrangement 
between the United States Department of Agriculture, the univer- 
sity and the Cooperative Extension Service Council. 

The Council is the governing board for the Extension Service, 
and is made up of thirteen members. Each line of work—agri- 
culture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H—has three members 
on the council, with the last member being appointed by the 
representatives of the County Delegation. Meetings are held at 
least four times a year, with the finance committee of five mem- 
bers meeting each month for the disbursement of funds. 


Extension agents, as teachers, staff the many county offices 
throughout the United States. Each is a qualified, experienced col- 
lege graduate, further supported by a battery of specialists in 
many fields, who are stationed at the state university. 


Using a philosophy of helping people help themselves, Ex- 
tension agents have earned the recognition of becoming a dedi- 
cated, useful and needed group. 


Following are resumes of the agents’ annual reports. These 
reports are available for examination at the Extension Service 
Office, Federal Office Building, Rochester. 
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AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S REPORT 


The agricultural agent is designated manager of the Extension 
Service Office. In addition, he is responsible for the agricultural 
program in dairy, poultry, forage crops, fruits, vegetables, agri- 
cultural engineering, farm management, and marketing. He is 
also involved in Community Resource Development, working 
with cities and towns. He is a member of the Region 17 Planning 
Commission. Currently, he is vice chairman of the Rockingham- 
Strafford CAMPS Committee. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with governmental 
agencies. He aids the Soil Conservation Service with information 
on crops and fertilizers, and serves as secretary of the Soil Con- 
servation District. The agent is an ex-officio member of the 
Agricultural Stabilization Conservation Service County Committee. 
Recommendations and approvals are made on seeding, fertilizing, 
and liming practices, based on test results. . 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the Farm and 
Home Loan Administration Board, which. makes loans to farm 
people; and assists the Selective Service System by giving advice 
pertaining to agricultural problems. He is a member of the 
Strafford County Farm Committee, working closely with the 
farm foreman. 


During the growing season, the agent reports local weather 
and crop conditions to the New England Office of the Agricul- 
tural Statistician. During this period, he also helps farmers with 
insect control problems, including safe use of pesticides. Assistance 
is also given the Department of Interior in the control of preda- 
tory animals and rodents. 


More and more help is being constantly requested by urban 
people for landscaping, lawns, home garden, ornamentals, and 
household pests.

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REPORT OF THE 
4-H YOUTH DEVELOPMENT AGENTS 


“*4-H is the youth program of the Cooperative Extension 
Service, which is part of the University of New Hampshire and 
the United States Department of Agriculture. Your 4-H youth 
development agents are two members of a team of workers in the 
County Extension Office, supported by county, state, and federal 
funds.’’ (4-H Cir. 1) 


Strafford County is fortunate to have an active 4-H leaders’ 
association; a junior leaders’ association; and a County 4-H 
Foundation, which is responsible for handling money donated or 
earned by clubs and benefactors. This money is used for awards 
such as pins, ribbons, trips, camp scholarships for underprivileged 
children, and for underwriting some 4-H projects that otherwise 
could not materialize. 


Figures for 1970 show that the Strafford County leaders and 
cooperating local police and school departments, summer aides, 
and youth development agents have extended the 4-H program to 
10,807 young people in the country. 


Forty-two clubs were organized and five special interest 
groups were trained in some phase of 4-H project work. Of these 
10,807 young people, 80 were farm youth; 4973, rural non-farm; 
and 5754, urban. This indicates that 4-H is no longer entirely 
farm or rural oriented. With more people moving into our cities, 
and since we believe that ours is one of the finest youth organ- 
izations in the world, it is necessary for 4-H to move along with 
them.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


The County Forestry Program is a cooperative program 
financed by county, state, and federal funds; and is administered 
by the Cooperative Extension Service through agreements with the 
State Division of Resources Development and the United States 
Forest Service. It is an adult educational program, aimed at 
helping private woodland owners in Strafford County with forest 
land-use problems. In addition, it offers assistance to wood- 
using industries in locating, processing, and marketing forest 
products. Besides helping people realize monetary returns from 
their woodlands and its products, the forestry program is charged 
with protecting our forest resources for future generations. It is 
entirely voluntary on the part of the woodland owners and timber 
operators. 

During 1970 the County Forester received 251 requests for 
in-field assistance on forestry problems. In addition to these, 185 
requests for advice on shade trees and other land-use problems 
were answered by telephone, mail, or brief on-site inspection 
visits. 


Today timber production is often a minor objective of the 
landowner. The primary objectives are that of owning land for 
protection of open space, recreation, and land speculation. The 
degree and type of timber management must be compatible with 
these major objectives; thus, a forester must recognize the over-all 
land-use potentials of any given woodlot and help the landowner 
coordinate his own objectives with the woodland potentials. 


Following are some of the accomplishments of the Strafford 
County program: 


1. A total of 60,500 forest seedlings were planted on 61 
acres. 


2. Desirable forest trees—white pine, hemlock, white birch, 
and red oak—were released by removing weed trees such 
as gray birch on 250 acres. 


3. Fifty-eight (58) landowners carried out one or more good 
forestry practices on their land. 
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4. This year 1,632,000 board feet of marked timber were 
harvested according to good cutting practices. 


5. On private woodland 16,222 feet of permanent access 
roads were constructed in the woods, to be used in case 
of forest fire. 


6. Forest management plans for new cooperators of the 
Strafford County Soil Conservation District were prepared 
and incorporated with other land-use plans prepared by 
the Soil Conservation Service. 


7. When requested, the County Forester worked with federal, 
state, and county officials on local community problems 
such as employment, public health, and natural beauty. 


County landowners desiring assistance should contact the 
Cooperative Extension Service, Federal Building, 62 South Main 
Street, Rochester.
